Col. Jonés advanced sume novel ideas on 
the subject of hotel accommodations. He 
had heard about Chicago accommodations, 
but when ne went mere during conventions 
he found that visitors had to be content with 
living quarters in a bathtub. 

When de came to talk about the National 
and international aspects of the Fair and the 
facilities for visitors Mr. Jones made some 
good points. Said he: Tou of New York 
say it will be ir convenient for many people 
to go so far into the interior as the Missis- 
sippi Valley. I say to you it will be just as 
inconvenient for the people of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley to go to the  seacoast.’’ 
He then went on to develop this proposition. 
The international aspect of it had come to be 
regarded as the most important feature, and 
one of the competing cities (meaning New 
York) pointed to the ease with which that 
city could be reached by foreign visitors. 
He asserted that if Congress would award 
the World's Fair to the City of St. Louis 
foreign exhibits would be just as freely sent 
there as if the Exposition wies held in New 
York, Washington, or Chicago. If the de- 
sire was to make a good impression upow 
foreigners unquestionably the Fair should 
be held near to the centre of tne Nation’s 
productiveness and power. 

The applause which followed the clever 
conclusion of Col. Jones’ address was hearty 
and prolonged. Ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard, who 
followed Col. Jones, said: St. Louis wants 
the Fair and will do as much toward guaran- 
teeing the expenses as any other city—all 
things considered.“ 

Are you ready to file with the committee 
your subscription list!“ asked Senator His- 
cock, somewhat abruptly. The Governor 
seemed to be taken by surprise at this question 
and repeated a good many generalities about 
the financial stability of St. Louis and 80 
on. To Senator Vest Gov. Stanard said the 
subscriptions to the guarantee fund are 
genuine and can be relied on. They amount 
now to over $4,000,000, and are coming in at 
the rate of $10,000a day. There is no doubt, 
he said, of the ability of the citizens of St. 
Louis todo as they promise. It was finally 
arranged that the St. Louis subscription list 
should be put in the hands of Senator Vest. 

CHICAGO READY TO PRESENT HER CASE. 

Judge Bryan was then called upon, and he 
defined Chicago’s position with a plainness 
that could not be misunderstood:

The committee will 
continue in session Saturday, and Chicago 
will be first heard, to be followed by New 
York. This is satisfactory to Chicago. 

The action of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs yesterday in deciding to con- 
sider the World’s Fair bill has caused a live- 
ly commotion among the representatives of 
the cities striving to secure the Fair. The 
impression is growine mat the Chica- 
go people have scored. an advantage 
in getting the bill before a comniit- 
tee supposed to lean in their favor. 
This morning Representative Flower saw 
Speaker Reed and, getting bim to call several 
members of the Committee on Rules to- 
gether, earnestly requested, iu behalf of New 
York, Washington, and St. Louis, that im- 
mediate provision be made for the appoint- 
ment of aselect committee to consider the 
Worla's Fair bill and relieve the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of this duty. The Com- 
mittee on Rules will probably act upon the 
request tomorrow.

A “PROMOTER” IN CHICAGO, 


Thomas Stewart Has $15,000,000 for 
Packing-Houses and Land. 


HIS DEALS ALMOST CONSUMMATED, 


He Says More than 5200 000,000 Will 
Be Invested This Year. 


WHY ENGLISH CAPITAL IS COMING BERE. 


For the last four or five days there has 
been staying at the Grand Pacific Hotel a 

ell-dressed, unassuming man, with a full 

rown beard, who has been the envy of every 

beholder. Tne full-bearded man has in nis 
inside pocket some $15,000,000, whivh he con- 
templates investing in this country during 
the present year. Heis Thomas Stewart of 
London and Dublin. 

When queswoned in regard to his operations, 
present and prospective, in America last 
night, Mr. Stewart told a Txrreunz' reporter 
that it was true that he had been negotiating 
for the purchase of a packing- house in Chi- 
cago. In fact, the contract had been signed. 

The deal is a heavy one, but I am not at 
liberty to name the house or the price paid. 
In fact, I have pledged myself not to divulge 
the particulars yet. Here in America you 
don’t consider a sale made until the 
property has been delivered and the 
money paid over, while in England the sign- 
ing of a contract is considered the practical 
consummation of a deal. There is a sufficient 
reason, as you may see, for not making the 
transaction public. If it were known on the 
Board of Trade tomorrow that a certain man 
had contracted tor the sale of his business to 
an English syndicate it might affect that 
business. Other men would say to him: 
We don’t want to deal with you; let us deal 
directly with the Englishmen.’ 

WELL KNOUZH LET ALONE. 

“ There seems to be an idea prevalent that 
we intend to turn this Country upside down. 
You hear it expressed when mention is made 
of some large purchase by Engiish capitalists.

“There is also a considerable deal in real 
estate under way.

What may be 
done with the property in this 
vicinity is not yet determined. It may be 
subdivided.

Now I am convinced 
that I was wrong, and that investments are 
more likely to increase than otherwise. I 
saw it stated in a paper not long ago that the 
English capital invested in this country dur- 
ing the year 1889 reached a total

or $800,000,000 is nearer the truth. This year’s 
figures are likely to exceed this amount. 

„The price of land in Chicago is much 
lower than in London—so much so that the 
price here seems extremely low to an Eu- 
glishman who has become acquainted with 
the city, sees the business done here, and 
knows that the city, with its population of 
1,100,000, is growing rapidly.“

STILL WRANGLING IN MONTANA. 


Au Attempt to Bring Democratic Members 
of the Senate to Time. 

HELENA, Mont., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of the Legisiature propose to 
force the fight all along the line. Gov. Toole 
hasin two ways recognized the legality of 
the organization of the Senate—by signing 
the certificates of Clark and Maginnis and 
by sending the Senate his message today.

Senator Par was the first man discov- 
ered.

Rickards there- 
upon gave the Sergeant-at-Arms power to 
ask aia from the civil authorities and this he 
will use tomorrow. 

None of the four Senatcrs have vet left for 
Washington. The Democrats have the sig- 
nature of the Governor, but Secretary of 
State Rotwitt says he will not sign the Dem- 
ocratic certifi s at any hazard. Messrs. 
Sanders and Power have not yet asked for 
the certificate of either the Governor or the 
Secretary of State. 

There is a move on foot, éngineered by the 
Republicans, to get a case before the State 
Supreme Court involving the validity of the 
two Houses and tne legality of the organiza- 
tion of the Senate. They hope to get a fa- 
vorable decision to use before the United 
States Senate Committee on Elections when 
the contest reaches that body. 


“TRE DAKOTAS NEED MONEY. 


Gov. Miller Warns the Legislature of an 
Unexpected Deficiency tn Funds. 

Bismarcs, N. D., Jan. 8.— Special. — Gov. 
Miller today transmitted bis message to the 
Legislature. He calis attention to the fact 
that his first estimate of the prospective de- 
ficiency of $155,870.80 was entirely too small. 
He gives the total expenditures of the State 

rom March 8 to Nov. 4, 1889, as $245,826. At 
the same ratio of expense for the balance of 
the year the total cost of the institutions 
and one-haif of the general expenses of the 
territory would be $373,239. This is exclusive 
of the cost of the present session of the 
Legislature, estimated at $100,000, which, 
together with other t expenses, makes 
the probabie cost of government for the 
year $489,905. The total estimated receipts 
are 21.898, leaving a prospective deficiency 
of $248,007. 

The Governor says that there is no just 
foundation for the expectation that the re- 
ceipts will exceed the amount of the esti- 
mate, but there is a possibility that they may 
be lessened by the change which the consti- 
tution necessitates in the present mode of 
taxing railroad ge lt is proposed to 
extend for several months the time when 
taxes- shall become delinquent, which will 
tend to lessen the amount of funds immedi- 
ately available. I desire therefore,’”’ con- 
tinues the Governor, to call your attention 
to the important question, How, with the 
above estimated expenditures, the State is to 
provide for the payment thereof. The 
amount of indebtedness that can be incurred 
is limited to $200,000, all of whic will soon 
be consumed. It must be clearly seen that 
when the constigutional limit is reached tne 
State or State officers have no means of pro- 
viding for the maintenance of the State in- 
stitutions, and they must either be closed or 
2 on the credit of private inaivid- 

. 

The Governor closes his message with a 
strong appeal 8 ! 

Pizrere, J. D., Jan. 8—The Governor's 
message was read to tae joint legislative 
body at 2 o’clock, It estimates the deficiency 
for the first year of Statehood at 
$172,905.82. The Legislature is advised 
to take a list of estimated ex- 
penses and provide first for those 
actually indispensable under careful and eco- 
nomical management, and to divide the re- 
maining sum available among the other pub- 
lic instituwons and administrative depart- 
ments 80 as best to conserve the public in- 
tereats, in no event permitting a deficiency 
over the $100,000 allowed by the Constitution. 

In deahng with the railroads the Governor 
urges the adoption of a broad gnd liberal 
volicy, as the prosperity of the country de- 
pends largely upon the completeness of the 
railroad system. 

He says that the present rate of interest 
should be lowered. The message contains 
references to irrigation, the equipment of the 
office of Commissioner of Immigration, and 
the creation of Commissioners of Insurance, 
Banks, Loans, and Labor. 


Wilson's Prospects in Maryland. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 8:—[Special. |—This 
has been a Wilson day in the Senatorial con- 
test, and tonight his friends are claiming 
from 45 to 52 votes for him in the caucus 
which meets tomorrow. There are seventy- 
eight Democrats in the two Houses, and if 
report be true the Wilson men have more 
thaa a majority for the old Senator. The 
indications now are that Gorman at the last 
moment, fearful of bis own future, has re- 
tused to aid the combine which seeks to elect 
Gov. Jackson Senator and raise Controller 
Boughman to the Governorship.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 8.— [Special. To- 
morrow the response of Mr. H. Smits.

ARRANGING FOR THE FAT STOCK SHOW. 


It Will Opén Nov. 13 if the Exposition 
Bullding Can Be Secured. 

Sprinerretyp, III., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Tne 
State Board of Agriculture at its session to- 
day fixed the time for opening the Fat Stock 
Show at Chicago for Nov. 13, 1890, condi- 
tioned upon their being able to secure the 
Exposition Building for that purpose. A 
committee was appointed to confer with the 
management, and Mr. Pearcg of Chicago 
guaranteed that the $20,000 guarantee fund 
recommended yesterday would be raised. 
Some complaint was made that the citizens 
of Peoria were not living up to their contract

New Vonk. Jan. — [Special. ]—It was a 
Philadelphia & Reading market again. Near - 
ly 200,000 shares of that stock (over one- 
fourth of the whole share capital) were 
dealt in, and he net result was an advance. 
There was a. great scene at the opening. 
Half the browers concentrated in the Read- 
ing crowd and when the gavel fell the roar 
that went up could be heard in Broadway. 
Reading had sold in London at the 
equivalent of 35, and at te mo- 
ment was only a fraction higher over 
there. The professional traders here 
looked for a break, and most of 
them had big selling orders. Isidor Worm- 
ser, with Isidor Jr. and the faithful Tunis, 
was in the crowd. Scarcely had the gavel 
fallen when the traders offered blocks of 
the stock at 35. In the twinkling of an 
eye 5,000 shares were taken by the Wormser 
party at that price. It proved to be the low- 
est of tne day. In exactly five minutes 
80,000 shares had been recorded on the tape 
and the price was up to last evening's figure. 
It seemed as if every room trader of note 
had an order to sell at least a couple of thou- 
sand shares. . 

In the first half-hour over 65,000 shares 
were dealt in and «ne price was marked up 
to 374¢ before noon. The advance was assist- 
ed by the fact that loaned shares were called 
and shorts had to pay 1-64@\ for the use of 
them, Meanwhile Lackawanna advanced 
2 per cent on a volume of trading second only 
to that of Reading. In the first income 
bonds of Reading, however, the decline 
continued. They opened 1 lower, at 
72, fell te 70 ana closed at 7I. 

The stock exchanges of three cities—Lon- 
don, New York, and Philadeipbia—were 
convulsed by the tremendous speculative 
movement. There is every prospect of ex- 
citing developments in connection with the 
company within a few weeks, and if the in- 
terest is not paid upon the first incomes an 
effort will be made by the boiders of these 
and of the stock to ovst Mr. Corbin from the 
Presidency. Should the other voting trust: 
ees—Messrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, J. Lowber 
Welch, and John Wanamaker—resist the 
effort an appeal will be made to the courts to 
dissolve the voting trust completely and re- 
store control of the property to the stock- 
hoiders, This isthe program outlined by 
Isidore Wormser in an interview.

Corbin’s heavy pecuniary interest in the Cen- 
trai Railroad of New Jersey makes it difficult 
for him to act exclusively in the interest of 
the Reading security holders, 
TRANSACTIONS IN IRON AND STEEL. 
Lack of Bupyancy in the Market Caused by 

Large Supplies Held by Consamers. 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—It has been 
expected all along that by this time unusual 
transactions in foundry pig@-iron would have 
been reported, The expéectawon appears to 
be realized only in part, however, and, while 
unquestionably firm, the market shows less 
buoyancy than has been reckoned upon in 
some quarters. In explanation it may be 
stated that large consumers in this vicinity, 
up the State and through New England, have 
on hand or under engagement 4 sufficient sup- 
ply to meet their probable wants for several 
months ahead, andthis, too, in the face of the 
fuct that the reported transactions since the 
lst inst., involving 1890 deliveries, not only 
disappoint expectations to some extent, but 
fall short of the usual amounts. This is at- 
tributed to the fact that November and De- 
cember deliveries were exceptionally heavy. 
Hence the orders being placed at present are 
of merely fair volume and buyers are indiffer- 
ent instead of anxious. That $20 for No. 1X 
foundry, $i$ for 2X foundry, and 818 for 3X 
are close prices at the present time is the 
fact, however, but it is only an exceptionally 
tine article; for which more money is ob- 
tained. With respect to business up to date 
it may be mentioned that including Decem- 
ber sales, some of which were made prior to 
the rise in prices, the total is heavy. 
In steel productions new contracts of impor- 
tance bave been comparatively few here, and 
the same would seem to be the experience 
elsewhere during tne last week. Some little 
irregularity in prices is shown, but no wide 
fluctuations nor any indication of change in 
the general spirit of the market. One agent 
reports a sale ot 5,000 tons of rails at $55 at 
the works, and Eastern companies generally 
appear to be firm at that rate. Transactions

WHEAT STILL ON THE DECLINE, 


Its Range Narrow and the Market Irreg- 
tilar—The Fiuctuations. 

Wheat-was irregular yesterday within a 
narrow range and on the whole lower than 
Tuesday. The fluctuations carried May be- 
tween 8134 and 813, cents as the extreme out- 
side figures. At the opening 81% cents was 
quoted. Mr. Benjamin Peters Hutchinson 
led the selling and inspired the scalpers to 
quite a raid. The market slowly recéded to 
813g cents, plenty of what was supposed to 
be long wheat coming out on the decline 
through the medium of half a dozen heavy 
commission houses. Several of the larger 
shorts took advantage of the free sales to 
cover them lines, but the host of smaller 
bears did not follow their example. 

Later on, the offerings ceased. Then the 
smali shorts discovered they had oversold 
themselves, and, rushing in to cover, a re- 
action took place. The close showed May at 
815¢ cents, which was cent under Tuesday. 


Baltimore’s Oyster Trust. 

BALTrmMorRE, Md., Jan. 8.— The Oyster Ex- 
change of this city has developed into a trust. 
Its members have no reluctance in déciaring 
that the exchange will annihilate any firm 
that defies.its rules, The exchange now in- 
cludes every oyster packer in the city, with 
the exception of one. This is the tirm of C. 
L. Applegarth & Co., and a fierce battle is 
now being waged against this outsider. The 
exchange has thé support of all the commis- 
sion merchants in the city, and these are 
obliged to refuse to seil to any packer not a 
member of the organization. As soon as the 
organization was complete the price was ad- 
vanced to $1.20 for selects and 81 for stand- 
ards. The members of the exchange were 
obliged to sign weekly an affidavit stating that 
met! were not cutting and would not cut the 
prices. 


Leaf Tobaceo Market. 

Louis vnn, Ky., Jan. 8.— The leaf tobacco 
market has been rather quiet since Christ- 
mas, as warehousemen have been offering 
sbaringly.

HILL AND GORMAN ON BALLOT REFORM. 

Gov. Hill of New York, who has vetoed 
two good bills for reform in the election laws 
of the Empire State, comes out strong in his 


annual message in favor of some indefinite 


or vague sort of ballot reform, and does 80 
with mental reservations and qualifications 
that leave him free to kill any measures 
which he may consider opposed to the inter- 
est of the Democratic party. Hill, like Cleve- 
land, declares that the ballot is shamefully 
prostituted in New York, and says that in- 
timidation and corruption flourish unchecked, 
threatening even the integrity and existence 
of political institutions,“ and he does not scru- 
ple to add that at the recent Presidential 
election the scenes at the polls resembled an 
auction more than an election.” It will be re- 
mem dered that at the recent. banquet in Boston 
Mr. Cleveland spoke in similar terms, but in- 
voked “pity and charity for the degraded 
and corrupt New York Democrats who are 
alleged to sell their votes whenever they 
can. Claiming that he was defeated on ac- 
count of the sale of votes by New York 
Democrats Cleveland showed great magua- 
nimaity in asking “pity and charity” for 
the vote-seliers instead of holding them up 
to party scorn. Ali he asked, however, was 
that measures should be taken to prevent 
Democrats selling their votes. Hill desires 
this also, but he will not favor any law which 
would tend to deprive the Democracy of 
votesin any way. The Australian system 
would suit him so far asit might tend to pre- 
vent Democrats seiling their suffrages, but 
he cannot bring himself w tolerate other 
provisions which would certainly work 
against the Democratic party and deprive it 
of. votes. 

Senator Gorman of Maryland, who recently 
addressed the Democratic editors of that 
State, imploring them to oppose the Aus- 
tralian system, took true Democratic ground. 

e claimed that in every case where the 
Australian system had been tried Repub- 
licans gained and Democrats lost. He cited 
Boston, which bad been a Democratic city 
for twenty years, but which in the first elec- 
tion under the Australian system went Re- 
publican by over 6,000. Senator Gorman 
pointed also to Montana, which under the 
operation of an Australian election system 
had been carried from the Democratic to the 
Republican column. He defied any one to 
cite an instance where the adoption 
of the Australian method had been 
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ing “circle,” which by the most extraor- 
dinary of parabolic curves is made to in- 


rection that did not involve abuse of Chicago, 
showing clearly enough that the fellows 
from St. Louis do not expect to get it, and are 
only in the field to prevent Chicago from 
having it. They made their points not as in 
favor of St. Louis, but as against Chicago.

It was the first time in years 
any one of them had had wie opportunity of 
being clean, wholesome, and presentable 
among decent people. But such testimony 
will not make votes among Senators, all of 
whom have deen here in the great place of 
summer resort and know how absurd is their 
plea that a river town in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, 250 miles south of here, is cooler than 
the city which lies on the great plain on the 
western margin of the vast, cool, bracing, 
bhealth-giving Lake Michigan. 

The Senate committee, as a matter of 
courtesy, listened to the so-called claims of 
the St. Louis lobbyists, but at last, tired of 
hearing nothing but abuse of Chicago, began 
to ask practical questions in order to 
find, if possible, what it was that they 
had to offer as inducements. The first 
question asked by Senator Hiscock of 
New York “raised” St. Louis out of the 
game. He wanted to see her hand, and when 
she showed it there was nothing in it. She 
had been bluffing right along, as every one 
suspected. When asked to file the original 
subscription papers of her boasted four mill- 
jon guarantee fund with the committee the 
lobbyists, headed by Majah Jones, had noth- 
ing to say or show, but quietly dropped out 
of the game. They have been talking mill- 
ions, but they haven't put up a hundred thou- 
sand that they ever expect to pay. Their 
bluff on the people at large was not only ex- 
posed, but they were caught in a confidence 
gume on the committee itself. They were 
asked to put up or shut up and they shut up, 
and thus ended the argument of old St. Louis 
and the campaign of “Majah” Jones. Cnhi- 
cago will be heard today, and when she is 
asked to put up she will doso. She is in the 
game to stay, for she believes she holds the

When Mr. epherd, a wool-grower of 
Texas who testified before the Ways and 
Means Committee, threatened revenge on 
the free-wool Congressmen of that State and 
said the people of Texas would drop party 
to do it,” Mr. Mills pointedly imquired 
whether “the wool-growers had not tried 
that kind of phiiosophy last year.” Mr. 
Mills, as the author of the bill pattie wool 
on the free list, and as a Democratic Con- 
gressman triumphantly reslected from the 
greatest Democratic wool-growing State in 
the Union, was disposed to laugh at the 
threats of the Texas witness, as well he 
might. In 1884, when the parties took their po- 
sitions on the general doctrines of free trade 
and protection, respectively, rather than on 
precise propositions, Cleveland carried Texas 
over Biaine by 181,978 majority; but four 
years later, when he was committed to a defi- 
nite policy in which free wool was the 
chief point, he carried the great wool-grow- 
ing State of Texas by the increased majority 
of 146,461. Ia 2886 Mr. Mills, when running 
against a Prohibitionist, received à majority 
of 5,828; but in 1888, after he had taken his 
stand for free wool, and when an “Inde- 
pendent Democrat” was run against him so 
as to combine the Republicans, Prohibition- 
ists, and Democratic wool-growers against 
him, he still had the comfortable majority of 
5,385. Evidentiy Mr. Milis has little to fear 
from the wookgrowers of Texas. 

When the policy of free wool leads to such 
results as these in the greatest wool-growing 
State in the Union what must be the effect 
of increasing the duties on wool on voters 
in localities where few sheep are kept and 
where the mags of the people are concerned 
about the cost of woolen goods, cloth- 
ing, biankets, felt hate, underwear, eto. 
If where the wool-growing interest is 
strongest the Democratic party can hold 
its own and even gain 15,000 majority 
on the straight issue notwithstanding its 
policy of depriving flockmasters of all pro- 
tection, what can Kepublican Congressmen 
expect if they increase the rate on wool and 
woolen goods in Republican States where 
there are comparatively few wool-growers to 
be benefited Gut millions of users of woolen 
goods who wiil certainly be injured? 

To increase the cost of woolen goods would 
be a great mistake, yet some short-sighted 
Republicans ia Congress are advocating it. 
They should take a lesson from the expe 
rience of the Democrats in the great wool- 
growing State of Texas. The issue was 
clearly presented there. The Mills bill pro- 
posed to reduce the duty on woolens from an 
average of 70 to 40 per cent and to put all 
raw wool on the free list. The Senate bill 
aimed to put up the rates on wool from one- 
fourth to one-third and make an equivalent 
advance of the duty on woolen goods, cloth- 
ing, etc. Yet even Texas declared for the 
Mills bill and returned its author to Congress 
by an immense majority. Even there the

Jackson came to take strong 
ground against internal improvements, 

though at the outset, by reason of his Fed- 

eral sentiments, he favored them. But, on 

the other hand, the Democracy, which was 

once unable to find constitutional warrant 

for such improvements, now votes for them 

without the slightest hesitation, and urges 

larger appropriations of Federal money for 

them than do the Republicans. 

The hostility to the Bank of the United 
States on Jackson’s part, which was the 
cause of great financial disasters to the coun- 
try, did not exist when he began the dis- 
charge of his duties as President. On the 
contrary, he felt kindly towards that institu- 
tion. But those who controlled it were not 
as obedient to himself or his friends as he 
thougut they should be, and thence came that 
memorable war which brought on the coun- 
try for years the evils of a stumptail“ and 
“red dog“ currency, inflicted by the chief of 
& party which professed itself in favor of 
hard money and nothing else. The onstitu- 
tional scruples which induced Jackson to veto 
the bill to recharter the National bank 
would not have weighed for much had his 
friends controlied it. 

There was nothing in Jackson’s military 
career, creditable as it was, that can account 
for the persistent Democratic enthusiasm 
for him. He fought several sharp Indian 
batties, but Gen. Harrison and others have 
dove as well. He thrashed the British at 
New Orleans, but the battle was fought after 
the treaty of peace had been signed, and 
therefore was without any consequences. It 
was wasted blood. Whether Pakenham had 
lost or won the result would have been the 
same except so far as National pride was 
concerned. 

Why, then, has Jackson, the fiery Nation- 
ln, the foe of State rights, the high pro- 
tectionist, soaked through and through with 
Federal principles, been the demigod of the 
free-trade and State sovereignty party whosa 
most cherished theories were abominable 
heresies to him?

The controversy between the State Board 
of Live-Stock Commissioners and Health 
Commissioner Wickersham and his inspector, 
Lamb, has progresséd through the various 
stages of declaration, plea, replication, re- 
joinder, surrejoinder, rebutter, and surrebut- 
ter, till the parties appear to bave joined is- 
sue. There is now a question of fact in dis- 
pute which ought to be settled speedily to 
relieve the minds of the meat-eaters of Chi- 
cago. Astor the vegetarians it is none of 
their fight, and they look on indifferent. 

The State Board says that it sent 109 dis- 
eased cattle to this city unaer the charge of 
its secrétary and agent; that those cattle 
were all slaugutered the 28th and 29th of 
December, and that the 3ist of December 
aud the Ist and 2d of Jauuary every one of 
the 109 carcasses, including the livers and 
tongues and all the offal, was placed in the 
readering tank in the presence and under 
the inspection of Agent McDonaid, and not a 
pound of the product of the cattle was offered 
for food, 

Inspector Lamb says that while seventeen 

of the carcasses which were condemned by 
him certainly went into the rendering-tank 
yet some or the whole of the remaining 
ninety-two which he did not condemn, but 
pronounced sound, though the State officers 
say they were unfit for food, did not go to 
the tank but went on the market, and he had 
some of the beef from one of the diseased 
cattle for dinner Tuesday. By eating this 
beef the inspector furnished the best proof 
that he did not think it diseased and that 
the State inspection was too rigid. 
The question to be settled then 1s, How 
many of these 109 cattie were tanked and 
how many went on the market! What do the 
records at the rendering establishment 
show? If any of these carcasses went into 
the hands of butchers it ought to be easy to 
show who they are and where they got the 
meat. The most valuable witness Inspecter 
Lamb can put on the stand is the butcher 
from whom he says he bought some of this 
bad Peoria meat. When will his testimony 
be made public? 4 | 

The burden of proof is on the city. It has 
charged the Live-Stock Board with putting 
on the market meat wuich itself had deciared 
and still declares was unfit for human use. 
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The speech delivered in the Senate by Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama Tuesday upon the ques- 
tion of negro emigration from the United 
States to the Congo country will call fresh 
attention to Senator Butler's bill. The pur- 
pose which uaderlies this bill is undoubtedly 
correct and offers the only practical solution 
yet proposed of the Southern race probiém. 
Forty years ago Ireland had a population of 
eight millions. The sufferings there by fail- 
ures of crops and overrenting are well known, 
and there was no relief in the thickly con- 
gested districts untilemigration began. Some 
went to the colonies, some over into England. 
A million of them came over here within a 
few years, and large numbers died of starva- 
tion. Those who were left behind had more 
room. Those who came over here and to the 
colonies have prospered in wealth and offi- 
ces. Meanwhile more favorabie land laws 
have been passed by the British Parliament 
and sooner or later the agrarian question 
willbe settled to the satisfaction of the 
Irish people. 8 

Of the eight millions of blacks in the South 
fully six millions arecrowded into the States 
along the Atlantic Ocean and the gulf from 
South Carolina to Texas—an area including 
seven States—and they are increasing rapid- 
ly. We agree with Mr. Morgan that emi- 
gration alone tan solve the problem, but he 
carries his remedy too far. It will never be 
possible to bring about an emigration of all 
the negroes in the South, nor would it be de- 
sirable even if it could be secured. If the 
Congo country above Stanley's Falls were 
opened up and the blacks should pour over 
there every year as fast as the Irish have 
come over here it would so reduce the sur- 
plus stock of labor in the cotton States that 
the whites would be compelled to offer in- 
ducements to retain laborers. A large black 
population will always be necessary to culti- 
vate the malarial but rich bottom lands 
where white men cannot stand the climate, 
and todo thé rough, bard labor about the 
cities such us is done by Italians and others 
in the North, Butif there couid be a consid- 
erable yearly emigration from the congested 
districts in the Southern States there would 
be less shooting and persecution and race 
hatred. Those who went away would better 
their circumstances. Those who remained 
would be better treated and receive better 
wages. 

All that is needed to secure this result is 
to open up the Congo country, and this can 
only be dene by first building a railroad 
from its mouth around the rapids, cataracts, 
and falis to the hich lands and thus save the 
150 or 200 miles of difficult path walking, which 
must now be done on foot, involving the carry- 
ing of heavy burdenson men’s heads and backs 
and extreme fatieue, besides exposure to 
disease and death. Such a road would carry 
its passengers in afew hours from the har- 
bor of the Congo to the great, fertile central 
plateau of Western Africa, with its healthy 
climate and rich soil and special attractions 
for our Southern colored people. it is pecu- 
liarly adapted to them, It is the land of the 
sun from which they are descended. It can 
support four times as large a population as it 
has now. The American negroes, who will 
go mne re if they are encouraged, are men of 
intelligence, They know the agricultural 
methods necessary there. They speak the 
English language and can read, write, and 
cipher, They know something of law and 
government, and would soon take the lead 
and bring the ignorant, semi-savage natives 
under their control, Once open the way, 
enough of them will go to regenerate Central 
Africa, while those who remain benind will 
secure better treatment. 

If Senator Morgan is desirous of placing 
this project upon a practical foundation let 
him introduce a bill providing for the encour- 
agement of the Congo railroad, either by an 
appropriation to guarantee its bonds or in 
some other Manner to pave the way for its 
construction. Its effect would be

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


From the vivacity of Susan Hartley which 
charmed ber hearers Mrs. Kendal passed last 
evening with much ease to the pride, the haugh- 
tiness, and the sorrow of Claire ia The Iron 
master.“ To one who was just making ber ac- 
quaintance as an actress it was like reading 3 
newand more highly interesting chapter in her 
art. She had proved her ability to fascinate as a 
mirthful, light-hearted girl. and now she pro- 
ceeded to draw tears from eyes that she had lit 
with laughter. To see her as Claire de Beaupre 
is, perhaps, to see her at her best, for the part 
affords ber a wide range of conflicting emo- 
tions, and they call for the most 
delicate shadmg. It mast be said that 
where the shading was most delicate in Mrs. 
Kendal's acting it was also most distinct. To 
adequately praise her work it would not be sul- 
ficient to select any particular passage; but one 
would have to accompany her step by step and 
almost word by word from the beginning of. the 
play to the end. 4 

Claire is a difficuls character to portray, do- 
cause the woman has faults, and is herself the 
cause of the suffering which appeats to sym- 
pathy. One has seen the role often marred by 
actresses ; but never before has one seen it ren- 
dered with a completeness that even the author 
himself could not have dreamed of. 
The keynote of the ocharactet is pride, 
the pride of a woman who is highbora and bigh- 
hearted, but who is only truly ennobied when 
suffering leads her to love. The innate 
nobility of Claife was apparent from the 
first in Mrs. Kendal’s manner, which had “the 
repose that stamps the caste of Vere de 
Vere.” The lady of the old régime was always 
before one in her moments of caprice, of pique, 
of passionate regret, and all-sacrificing devo 
tion. And the sympathy of the audience was in- 
tensified as the character was developed and un- 
folded until it glowed at that fine outburst at the 
close of the third act when Claire turned upon 
her tormentor and ordered her from the house. 

In the first act, it will be remembered, Vlaire 
is only a proud woman whe finds herself jilted, 
and forthwith in pique accepts the hand of a 
mau beneath her in station on whom she bas 
never bestowed a thought. The beauty of Mrs. 
Kendal's acting here lay entirely in her per- 
fection of manner, her fine self-restraint 
and composure. In the second act her coming 
into her boudoir after the marriage ceremony 
is a striking entrance—one mot easily to be et- 
faced from memory. The whole story of what 
she has undergone is apparent in face and mien. 
Then comes the notable scene of the play, the 
interview between husband and wife, wherein 
the former learns that he is unloved and is sim- 
ply the tool of a woman's revenge. Her shrin*- 
ing from his touch is almost imperceptible, so 
delicately is it done, yet it seems to hurt the 
| spectator as it hurts him. The exit of the wom- 
an in ber frigttened yet still unhumdled pride is 
simplicity itself and most dramatic. Finely was 
awakened jealousy portrayed in the third act, the 
best phases of it being when it was veiled in 
scorn during the interview with Athenaiss. The 
caim irony with which Claire treated her enemy 
was delicious, ana the audience was frequentiy 
deterred from breaking into applause only dy- 
the fear of losing one of the cold, peari-like sen- 
tences. Truly Mrs. Kendul gave this character 
a charm that one never thought it possessed—a 
charm that it will never again have except when 
played by her. 

It is difficult to write of the purely artistic side 
of her art when one is under its spell combined 
with that of her personality. Suffice it to say that 
she is ever in command of herself as she is of 
her audience. When one feels that she is danger- 
ously near what is weak in emo don, and when 
an auditor feels that his own self-contro) is 
loosening, she is then most firm-handed and 
most sure of her purpose. Pathos is easy 
enough: many actresses excel in it; but to stop 
at a sufficiency when a hair's breadth more would 
be excess—this means the exercise of a flawless 
art. Such an art on @ lower and more me- 
chanical plane one might stedy in M. Coquelin. 
Only in M. Coquelin it Was art not irradiated by 
soul. 

Shakspeare once wrote the highest praise ever 
offered to woman's beauty in the often quoted 
lines on Cleopatra, If one might paraphrase 
them the words would express one's estimate of 
Mrs. Kendal's acting: 

“ Age cannot wither it, nor custom stale 
Its infinite variety.“ 

It is not hard to believe those who have wit 
nessed the work of this actress in years past 
when they say that it is now only mellowed by 
time. Chicago playgoers have the good for tune 
to see both her and Mr. Kendal at a period when 
they have reached that point of excellence be- 
yond which there can be little or ho progress; 
and of seeing them in those plays which. after 
many tests, have been found best suited to them. 

Mr. Kendal's Phillip Verblay, while not a tour 
de force in emotional acting, is manly, dignified, 
and wholiy admirable. Mr. Dodson gave a dry 
and well considered portrayal of a middle-class 
oharacter. The Athenaiss of Miss Cowell was 
well calculated both in appearance and manner 
as à foil to Claire. 

A word should be said of the interior scenes 
painted by Mr. Unitt of Hooley’s. They were 
unobtrusive, quiet, and tasteful.

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ING THOSE DISEASED CATTLE, 
The Controversy Between the State Live 
Stock Board and the City Reith De- 
partment Has Assumed an Aspect of 
Belligerence That Reflects No Credit 
on Either Side—What Commissioner 


MeChesney Has to Say 
Matter. 


‘That every pound of the 109 cattle now 
famous in the conflict of authority between 
the State Live Board and the City 
Heaith Department went into the rendering 
tank at Hess Bros.’, and that none of the 
meat went on the market for food, was the 
burden of Commissioner McChesney’s re- 
‘port to Gov. Fifer yesterday. Last night’s 
mail took to Springfield the affidavits of 
State Inspector McDonald and the Hess 
Brothers bearing out the Commussioner’s 
statement. 

On tne other side the City Inspectors 
claimed they had traced the meat and knew 
not only where some of it had been soid, but 
a number of people who had eaten it. 

Like nearly every question raised since the 
beginning of the controversy, there are here 
direct and positive statements flatly contra- 
dicting each other, and unless the Governor 
appoints a commission to overhaul the entire 
inspection at the yards grave injustice will 
be done to the dressed-beef industry in 
allowjng the charges of the City Inspectors 
to go officially disproved if not true, or the 
violators of the law to escape punishment if 
the charges are well founded. The City In- 
spectors claim to court the fullest investiga- 
tion, and the State board is equally fearless 
in the stand it has taken. 

Commissioner McChesney has been at the 
Stock-Yards most of the time for a tortnignt 
watching affairs, and there he was found 
yesterday. Taking up Dr. Wickersham’s in- 
terview in the morning’s TRIBUNS ne said: 
“It is not true there are rendermg tanks in 


Peoria of sufficient capacity to care for those 


cattle. There is a single tank in the town 
two miles from the pens where these cattle 
were quarantined. It 1s kept busy most of 
the time im other ways, ana it would have 
taken three or four months for us to have 
disposed of them there. The Whisky Trust 
people told us the cattle were worth 4 a 
head more to them in Chicago than at Peo- 
ria, but, of course, this had nothing to do 
with our decision to bring them here. 

Next. it is not true that the cars in which 
they came were not disinfected. The certifi- 
cates of the railroad company prove that they 
were. 

SOM SICKENING CARCASSES PASSED. 
“Lamb says State Inspectors were not 
resent all the time the cattle were being 
led. Either Mr. McDonald or Mr. John- 

son, our Secretary, was there all the time. 
I was in and out during the time of the kill- 
ing. Isaw the carcass\of one animal in 
frightful condition, so bad as to be sickening, 
and yet it had been passed by Lamb as fit for 
human food, and was not among the seven- 
teeu condemned, Of course, I cannot swear 
that every one of the 109 went into the 
rendering tank, but I have the affidavits of 
Mr. McDonald and the Hess Brothers that 
they did, Now, I want to ask lospector Lamb 
this question ; ‘Where did you get the 
meat? 

‘When he has answered that point there 
will be some lively times somewhere, but I 
do not believe he can answer it. It is like 
everything eise these City Inspectors claim— 
all b aud bluster. It is my opinion that 
up to Dots 15, 1888, when the Live-Stock 
Board placed its inspectors here, Dr. Wicker- 
sham cannot find in tte reports of the City 
Inspectors that Lamb had ever condemned a 
Single animal for lumpy jaw.” 

Mr. McChesney got back at Dr. Wicker- 
sham about the demands from Stock- Yards 
men for Lamb’s removal. “Of the number 
of men,” he said, “ who called on Dr. Wicker- 
sham, requesting that Lamb be bounced, not 
one of them has been a cealer in that kind of 
meat. I did not, as Wickersham states, de- 
mand Lamb’s removal. I was in his office on 
some other matter when he asked: 

M What do you think of Lamb?’ 

“*] bave no confidence in him,’ I replied. 
That was all there was to this charge that 
thé doctor slops over about.” 

“If Wickersham hoists the standard of 
revolt from the Governor’s decision what 
will vou dof” 

0 roclamation from Dr. Wickersham or 
even Mayor Cregier will not have mach effect 
on this board. If he is going to stop lumpy- 
jaw cattie from coming into the city, why 
doesn’t he do it! They are coming in every 
day. He has chances enough to put his proc- 
lamation into effect.” 

DID NOT DENY THE SOFT IMPBACHMENT. 

Lamb says you are on the pay-roll of the 
Stock- Yards company,” was suggested. 

As hehad become excited the Live-Stock 
Commissioner had arisen from his chair and 
was pacing the room. At this rather pointed 
question he stopped short and testily replied: 
“Supposingilam?t What of it?’ 

The subject was dropped. 

Mr. McChesney then explained how the 
State inspection of lumpy-jaw cattle was 
conducted. Every animal supposed to be 
diseased Was sent to a pen, there to await 
the visit of the State Veterinarian, who came 
every Saturday. No lumpy-jaw cattie were 
allowed to leave the yards either for ship- 
ment or slaughter without the order of 
the Live-Steck Board. The commission 
men, ne said, now report to the State 
agent whenever they receive cattle about 
which they have the slightest doubt and the 


State agent immediately makes his inspec- | 


tion. 

Herein lies the great source of friction bo- 
tween the State and city inspectors at the 
yards. Said a commission man: The feel- 
ing in the yards against the city inspectors 
is bitter, and I suppose on that account they 
receive no assistance, even if they are not 
actually bindered in their investigations. 
The State Inspector, on the other hand, is 

iven all the help that we are able to render. 
The two branches are at bitter emnity, and 
have beén foralongtime. I have an idea 
that either would do more te gain a point on 
the other than anything eise. This agitation 
is hurting the cattle trade, but now that it 
has started the affair cannot be sifted too 
thoroughly, and perhaps when it is over 
inspectors can be put here who will work har- 
moniously.“ 

WHAT THE OWNER OFT CATTLE SAYS. 

Peoria, III., Jan. 8.— [Special.] — The reason 
for sending the lumpy-jaw oattle from thie 
city to Chicago, as given by the owner to be 
rendered, was because the tanks used for 
such purposes here were not of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate so many cattle. It 
would have required two weeks’ time to 
have completed the work. 

The owner of the cattle denies that there 
was any erooked work about the transac 
tion.

REPORT OF THE CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 


Attention Called to Deposits of Chicago 

Drainage at Lockport and Joliet. 

Sprineriz.a, III., Jan. 8.—[Special. }|—The 
Canal Commissioners, John G. Ames of 
Streator, Louis Hutt of Chicago, and C. E. 
Snively of Canton, today. submitted their 
annual report to Gov. Fifer. They state the 
condition of the canal, the locks and dams, 
and the property pertaining thereto, is as 
good as a wise expenditure of the means at 
their command would warrant. Over ten 
miles of the canal between Seneca and Otta- 
wa have been dredged since May last and 
$5,000 has been expended in permanent im- 
provements at Bridgeport, in addition to 
the ordinary dredging and repairs along the 
canal, The Nettie Creek aqueduct at Mor- 
ris has been rebuilt at an expense of $3,000, 
andanew bridge has been constructed at 
Morris and two at Ottawa at an expense of 
$1,600 each. 

e Commissioners call attention to the 
large annual expenditure made necessary by 
the deposits of Chicago sewage at Lockport 
and Joliet, it having cost $8,000 the last year 
for dredging on this accountalone. During 
the ensuing winter the aqueduct across Fox 
River at Ottawa is to be rebuilt, to be com- 
pleted before the opening of navigation, at 
an estimated expense of $25, 

The report shows an appreciable increase 
in shipments of stone and grain, and the 
amount received from tolls and lockage ex- 
ceeds the receipts for 1888 by $10,000. The 
total receipts from all sources are larger than 
for several years past, and the expenditures 
for 1889 are also reported larger than for pre- 
vious years. The failure of the Legislature 
to make the usual contingent appropriation 
for canal purposes has not interfered with 
the conduct of business, the expenses for the 
year of $90,188 having been paid out of tne 
earnings of the canal and river.

New York, Jan. 8,—[Special]—Another 

14 day was placed to the credit of 
the grippe by today’s mortality record. 
Tuesday’s score of 235 deaths was exceeded 
and the members of the board of health con- 
fess themselves at a loss to account for the 
alarming increase, The only hope of relief 
is in a continuance of «cool Weather. 
This is the comparative record for 
the last two days: Deaths on Wednesday, 
250; deaths Tuesday, 235; merease, 15. It 
makes the mortality for the week up to noon 
today 839, whi is phenomenal. Of tne 
deaths recorded ay 147 were due to dis 
pases of which the grippe was the origin or 
direct forerunner. This is the score: pneu- 
monia, 60; consumption, 42; bronchitis, 26; 
influenza, 4; influenza, complicated with 
other aiseases, 17.

The Democrats who joined the Republicans 
in compilaimts for the last six or eight years 
against the rules of the House, which they 
said were devised by Randall and his coterie 
to make possible sham economy. in appropria- 
tions and prevent & proper revision of tariff 
duties, find themselves in an awkward pre- 
dicament now when the Republicans are 
about to remodel the rules so as to facilitate 
the work of the House. They are especially 
frightened at the prospect of being deprived 
of the power to filibuster for an in- 
definite length of time. The rule un- 
der which Representative Oakes of Ala- 
bama with a handful of backers kept the 
House in a deadlock for weeks and prevented 
the passage of tne bill to refund the direct 
taxes two years ago, was a rule which spe- 
Cificaliy provided that motions to adjourn, to 
take a recess, and to adjourn to a certain day 
were in order atany time. The same rule 
has been used on many other occasions to 
defeat the will of a large majority of the 
House. A memorabie instance of its abuse 
was when Weaver used it to force a vote on 
the Oklahoma bill. On that occasions the 
House openly surrendered and made terms 
with Weaver and his few followers in the 
filibuster movement. 

The Republican members of the Committee 
on Rules intended to get rid of this nuisance 
by simply omittang the rule from the code 
which they will submit for adoption by the 
House. hen it is omitted it will rest with 
the Speaker to decide when the question 
arises whether any one of the motions men- 
tionedis in order. If he should err in his de- 
cision a majority can rectify the mistake 
upon . The Democrats are preparing 
to fight for the retention of the rule, because 
without it they would be deprived of their 
most effective weapon of obstruction. 

e committee will recommend the restora- 
tion of the rule in vogue when Mr. Blaine 
was Speaker, by which the committees were 
called in turn from dav to day for one hour 
to make reports and move immediate consid- 
eration of bilis. Under the operation of this 
rule a large number of bills were finally dis- 
posed of which otherwise would have gone 
to the calendars and never been reachéd for 
consideration. The committee will recom- 
mend modification of the rule in relation to 
the inhibition of legislation on approbriauon 
bills, Which will place the two Houses of 
Congress on an equal footing in respect to 
that method of legislation. Under whe old 
rules legislation which the House would not 
permit itself to tack on to general appropria- 
won bills Was often put on in the Senate, and 
when the bill came back to the Housea 
point of order could not be raised against it. 
Now it is proposed to give the House more 
freedom without destroyicg the better feat- 
ures of the rule. 

Probably there will not be violent objec-

They would like to have the tax reduced 
from 90 cents to 50 cents a gallon,

of taxation. There were other matters in 
which the distillers sought relief, and they 
were connécted with the administration of 
the law. The distilers were greatly har- 
assed to meet legal requirements as to 
bondsmen, and unless the present policy was 
modified many of the best known distilleries 
of the country would have to close because 
of inability to secure bondsmen. The brew- 
ers and to men were treated with much 
more consideration. The distillers were as 
honest as other men, and they now sought 
relief. They wanted to give but one bond 
annually. They wanted to be relieved from 
other features of the most arbitrary system 
of tax collechon on earth. 

Victor R. Prollett, an old farmer of Penn- 
sylvania, argued in favor of the duties on 
agricultural products, and said he would tax 
everything which competes with what the 
farmer grows or makes. Col. John Screven 
of Savannah spoke in favor of raising the 
duty on rice, 

F. G. Ernest of New Orleans, representing 
the rice miliers, asked that in the new Tariff 
bill the definitions of the various kinds of 
rice be made more exact. Large quantities of 
“cleaned” rice were being imported as un- 
cleaned’’ rice at the rate of duty three- 
fourths of a cent a pound below tne proper 
rate. The rice men could not stand any 
further cut in the duty on rice; in fact, those 
having oid lands could not afford to do busi- 
ness at present prices. 

Congressman Lansing of New York en- 
deavored to impress upon the committee the 
desirability of giving agriculture the same 
degree of protection given to manyfactures. 
He wanted a duty of 40 cents a bushel on 
peas and beans raised for seed, 20 cents in- 
stead of 10 cents on bariey, and $4 instead of 
$2 on hay.

Earlier than 4 O'Clock Not Unsuited 
for Departure—Treasarer Roesing La- 
bors for Two Hours, 

Two TrInuNE reporters were in the City 


Building at 7:2a. m. The electric lights, | 
which had staid up all night to get an early 


start, were about the only thing going. 

Not a single public official, occupying a 
head position, reached the building until 
8:40. There was but one who reached it at 
that time. At 8:15 a postman made his round. 
He rapped on the door of Treasurer Roe- 
sing’s office. The response was silent enough 
to have come from the grave—the grave of 
several thousand sebenios of interest on the 
people's money annually. The postman had 
to carry back to the Post-Omce a bundle of 
letters relating to the city's financial busi- 


ness. 

At o o'clock quite a number of officials 
showed up. Those that got down later 
cracked old jokes about the uncertainties of 
Yerkes’ grip-cars, but they got down late all 
the same. , 

PAINS AND PENALTIES. 
Prosecuting Attorney McGann tried to 
square the delinquents by pointing out that 
a severe penalty was provided for any of- 
ficer who reached his office before 9 or left 
after 4. And he came near showing it. 

Art. XL. of the Municipal Code provides a 
number of regulations for city officials, and, 
among others, this: 

Sec. 1,662. The offices of the respective city 
officers, except as hereinaféer mentioned, shall 
be open every day except Sundays and such 
holidays as shall be observed by the general 
custom of the city, or by recommendation of 

ublic authority, from 9 o'clock in tne forenoon to 
1 o clock in the afternoon. The office of the 
Mayor shall be open st such hours as he sball 
prescribe, The office of Treasurer shall be open 
during banking hours of the city deposit banks. 

And the next section fixes a penalty for 
the disobedience of any of the provisions of 
the article, including the above: 

Sec. 1,668. Any officer violating any provision 
of this article shall be deemed guilty of miscon- 
duct in office and liable to removal from o 
therefor. 

“The reason so few officials get down be- 
tore 9 and stay after 4, said Mr. McGann, 
‘is because they are af raid of removal. They 
prefer to be late.”’ 

Mayor Cregier did not show up at all. But 
he got mighty little the best of Treasurer 
Roesing. Mr. Roesing reached his office at 
12 and departed at 2. 

Men who were after appointments said 
Mayor Cregier was out of town. But men 
who had failed to get appointments only 
winked. There was not even any winking 
done in Treasurer Roesing’s case.

This is used when the number of guests. 
by reason of some special occasion, is greater 
than can be accommodated at the spacious 
board in its ordinary form.

The preparation of a state dinner is a tri- 
umph of the kitchen and the conservatory. 
The former belongs to the province of the 
stewart, and the latter is the combined pro- 
ductio.a of the suggestions of the ladies of 
the household and the applied genius of the 
florist. The floral desigas have reference to 
the motive of the dinner. The bouquets are 
composed of roses to suit the compiexion of 
the ladies to receive them. Light-colored 
roses, tied with a satin ribbon, are placed at 
the plates of ladies of brunette compiexions 
and dark roses for blondes. 

The steward having the number of guests 
at the dinner first prepares the menu end 


then procures the raw materials, which are

Advices were received from St. Paul yes- 
terday that the Burlington & Northern had 
further reduced the second class fare from 
St. Paul to Chicago to $6. This is acut of $1 


from the rate made a few days ago and of $3 | 


from the regular tariff in effect before the 
commencement of hostilities. In all other 
respects the situation remains unchanged. 
Ine future course of the war will greatly 
depend upon the attitude the roads running 
east from Chicago will assume. The Soo” 
line is determined to have a differential of 
$1.80 on first class fares and of $1 on second 
class from St. Paul to Boston and New En- 
gland points. The Burlington & Northern is 
bound to meet whatever rates tue Soo may 
make. The latter is backed by the Canadian 
Pacific and this company stands its share 
of the reduction in rates. If the 
Burlington can secure the codperation of 
any of the roads running east from Chicago 
which will prorate with it at the cut rate as 
the Cauadian Pacific doesin the case of the 
„Soo“ ne it can stand the fight as long as 
the latter. Otnerwise it will have to aban- 
don the fight and let the Soo“ have the 
differential rate it demands. It is now under- 


‘stood that the Burlington thus far has re- 


ceived the codperation of the Grand Trunk. 
Strenuous efforts are being made by tne 
managers Of the trunk lines toinduce the 
Grand Trunk to join them in charging full 
proportions of tariff rates east from Chicago. 
It is doubtful whether it can be induced to do 
this. It is more directly affected by the Can- 
adian Pacific competition than any other of 
the Eastern lines and it cannot afford to let 
the Canadian Pacific secure control of the 
bulk of the passenger trafficfrom St. Paul 
and Northwestern points to Boston and New 
England as well as Canadiun points. The 
true course for it to pursue is to iend a help- 
ing hand to the Burlington & North- 
ern or any other road that feels in- 
clined t) fight the ‘'Soo’’-Canadian 
Pacific combination. It will be only a ques- 
tion of a month or two when the Grand 
Trunk will have to meet the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific direct from Chicago, as 
well as from the Northwest. About March 1 
the Canadian Pacific expects to open a line 
of its own from Chicago to Boston via De- 
troit in connection with the Wabash, with 
which it has entered into atraflic agreement. 
There can be no doubt the Canadian Pacific 
will pursue the same course regarding pas- 
senger rates from Chicago. east it has been 
pursuing from St, Paul and the Northwest 
in connection with the 800.“ For this rea- 
son it would be unwise for the Grand Trunk 
to embarrass its Western and Northwestern 
connections. ’ 

The Eastern trunk lines, at a meeting held 
in New York a day or two ago, adopted a 
resolution declaring that they will not par- 
ticipate in any cut-rates west or east Jound 
to any points via St. Paul, Chicago, 
Peoria, Bioomington, or St. Louis, 
or anywhere beyond the western 
termini of me Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads. This action, however, is 
to bold d only until the joint meeting of 
the trunk lines and Central Traffic Associa- 
tion Jan. 15. As it cannot be carried out 
without the cooperation of the Grand Trunk 
the matter will be further considered ata 
meeting of Eastern General Passenger 
Agents at Chairman Blancharg’s office today. 
Owing to the reasons set forth above it is 
not believed that the Grand Trunk can be 
prevailea upon to joinin the proposed agree- 
ment, unless the Cana lian Pucific should 
consent to stop prorat:ng with the Soo,“ 
which is hardly probabie. 

A joint meeting between the Michigan 
lines and the Chicago-St. Paul lines was held 
yesterday for the purpose of considering 
what course should be pursued régarding 
east and west beund passenger rates de- 
tween St. Paul, Duluth, Bay City, Port 
Huron, and such points as base rates on 
those from above named points. It was 
found impracticable to make a definite agree- 
ment as to what rates should obtain, and the 
question was referred to initial lines.

J. WILKES BOOTH’S DIARY, 


The Last Words He Wrote Before He Was 
Shot. 

BaLttrmore, Md., Jan. 6.—The American re- 
ceived tonight from its Washington corre- 
spondent the following extract from J. Wilkes 
Booth’s diary, found in his clothing after his 
death. It is now ein possession of the Depart- 


ment of Justice: 

April 14—Friday, the Ides—Until today noth- 
ing was ever thought of sacrificing to our coun- 
try's wrongs. For six months we have worked 
to capture, but gur cause being almost lost some- 
thing decisive and great must be done. But its 
failure was owing to others, who did not strike 
for their country with a heart. I struck boldly, 
and not as the papers say. I walked with a firm 
step through a thousand of his friends, was 
stopped, but pushed on. A Colonel was at bis 
side. I shouted sic semper before 1 fired. In 
jumping broke my leg. I passed all his pickets. 

ode sixty miles that night with the bone of my 
leg tearing the flesh at every jump. I can never 
repent it. Though we hated to kill, our country 
owed.ali her troubles to him, and God simply 
made me the instrument of his punishment. 

The country is not what it was. This forced 
union is not what I have loved. I care not what 

of me. I e no,desire to outhve my 
countty. t before) the deed I wroté a 
long article and ieft it for one of the editors of 
the National Intelligencer, iu which I fully set 
out a reasons ‘for our proceeding. He or the 


Friday, 2i1—After being hunted like a dog 
ugh swamps,-woods, and last night being 
ased till I was forced to return, wet, cold, and 
starving, with every man’s band against me, I 
am here in despair; and for why! For doing 
what Brutus was honored for, what made Teli a 
hero; and yet 1 for striking down a greater 
tyrant than they ever knew zm looked upon as a 
common cutthroat. My act ges purer than either 
of theirs. One hoped to be at himself; the 
other had not only his country’s but his own 
wrongs to avenge. I hoped for no gain. [knew 
no private wrong. I struck for a country, and 
that alone—a country ground eneath this 
tyranny— and prayed for thuend. And yet now 
behold the cold hand they extend to me. 

God cannot pardon me if I have done wrong. 
Yet icannot see any wrong except in serving a 
degenerate people. The little, the very littie, I 
left behind to clear my name the Government 
will not allow to be printed. So ends all. For 
my country I have given up all that makes life 
sweet and holy. brought misery upon my family, 
and am sure there is no pardon in the heavens 
for me since man condemns me s0,__. 

I have only heard what has been done (except 
what I did myself) and it fills me with horror. 
God, try and forgive me, and bless my mother. 
Tonight I will once more try the-river with .the 
intention to cross, though I have a greater desire 
and almost a mind to return to Washington and 
in a measure clear my name, whiclfi feel i can 
do. Ido not repent the biow I struck, I may be- 
fore my God. but not to man. I think I have 
done well, though I am abandoned; with the 
curse of Cain upon me, when, if the world knew 
my heart, that one blow would have made me 
great, though I did desire no greatness, 

Tonight I try to escape these bloodhounds once 
more. Who can read his tate? God's will be 
done. I have too great a soul to die like a crim- 
inal. O, may He, mey He spare me that and 
let me die braveiy. I bless the entire world. I 
have never hated or wronged any one. This last 
was not a wrong, unless God deems it 80, and it 
is with Him to damp:or bless me. 

And for this brave boy Harold with me, who 
‘often prays (yes, before and since) witha true 
and sincere heart—was it crime in bim? If so, 
why can he pray the same? I do not. wish to 
shed a drop of blood, but I must fight the course. 
Tis all that's left me. 

‘These are the last words in the diary, and 
probably the last he ever wrote, as he was 
shot very shortly afterward. 


THE BIG SCANDAL IN CUBA. 


An Official Robs the Treasury Department 
of a Large Sum of Money. 

Havana, Dec. 31.—The year has ended as 
it began and continues to go on, despite the 
reforms sought to be introduced by Captain- 
General Salamanca, with depredations upon 
and decrease of the public revenue. During 
the month ending today the receipts at the 
Havana Custom-House show a decrease of 
$308,335 as compared with those of December, 
1888. Just in time to point out the main 
cause of the falling off of the revenue comes 
the discovery that the chief employé in the 
department for the payment of the old debt 
of the Government is a defauiter to the ex- 
tent of from $250,000 to $400,000, and has ab- 
sconded. This defaication is the topic of ex- 
ited discussion. The press, asually inclined 
to suppress. such scandals, has taken it up 
and denounced it with bitter indignation.

Han, In the United States Senate 
Tuesday Senator Morgan of Alabama made a 
speech in which he said he would at an early 
date submit to Congress a plan for the deporta- 
tion ot me negroes of the United States to Africa. 
The Senator said tha, in the Congo basin in 
Africa there exist all the conditions n | 
to develop the highest and best qualities of the 
négro race, Besides being themselves benetited 
by the migration, the American negroes would 
act as missionaries to carry the Gospel and the 
blessings of civilization to the Dark Continent. 
Amid the savage tribes there a new State could 
be founded by the negroes from America. The 
natives would soon join with the new arrivals, 
and a powerful State would be built un. Sen- 
ator Morgan said there was no chance for the 
negro to rise in this country. The antagonism 


between the races was becoming more bitter: 


and trouble would ensue unless means were 
taken to relieve the Southern States of its negro 
incubus, 

The leading colored men of Chicago differ radi- 
cally with Senator Morgan. They deny his 
premises and differ with him as to his conclu- 


siéns. They think their race quite competent to 


get along in America and they deprecate the idea 
of a forced emigration. They say they can do as 


well here as any of the nationalities which have ~ 


been successful in winning a place in this coun- 
try , 
quite certain he did not want to go to Africa, 
“Why should Senator Morgan assume the 
right to exile me to Africa?” he asked. “I do not 
consider Africa my country any more than I do 
Iceland. I am an American. And all colored 
men feel the same way. Of the 8,000,000 of col- 
ored people to whom Senator Morgan alludes 


there is but a small proportion that are of pure 
negro blood. There is white blood in the veins - 


of more than nine-tenths of them. And it is the 
best blood of the South, too, Why should we be 
sent to Africa? The colored men of America 
could not endure the climate of Africa any more 
than White men could. This we know from the 
experience of men who have been there. Amer-
